H. Remy of Marion county, who in­ 
terviewed Stephenson in the Mu hi- 
gan City state prison Tuesday, has 
obtained a written order from 
the 
former political power, addressed to 
“ some of his friends, 
and will use 
it in an attem pt to find the box. 
One of 
Remy’s 
aides 
has 
the 
Stephenson order. It is understood 
that it is a letter to persons who are 
believed to know’ where the 
docu­ 
ments are hidden, and, it is 
be­ 
lieved, contains directions regarding 
where to go in the search. 
Remy’s aides were reticent in dis­ 
cussing it. 
“ Stephenson 
believes 
that 
his 
documents are intact, 
said Deput\ 
Prosecutor 
William 
II. 
Sheaffer. 
“ He <loes not believe they are de­ 
stroyed or lo st.’’ 
For a time during the grand jury 
investigation of political corruption 
in Indiana last fall, it was believed 
"that the documents, which once re­ 
posed in a safety deposit 
box in 
Indianapolis had been destroyed.

the train when he arrived here early 
today. He wore a light top coat and 
with 
the thermometer hovering 
a- 
round 40 degrees above zero and 
a 
brisk breeze blowing, the chauffeur 
put him in the front seat of the m a­ 
chine for the 32 mile drive up in the 
hills to the game lodge. He went to 
bed immediatev upon his arrival at 
the lodge and did not see Mr. Cool­ 
idge until morning.

Farm buildings at the home 
of 
Edward A llgie^five miles from here 
were destroyed with loss of $3,000. 
A barn owned by S. F. W ainer, two 
miles from here, was damaged 
by 
lightning. One of the antennae tow­ 
ers of radio station WOWO 
was 
bent over by the wind pressure. The 
midway dance pavillion west of Au­ 
burn was destroyed by fire
